DISCOVER AN ANCIENT ART! 


Using markers, you can create the look of calligraphy, which is the art of 


hand-lettering. Calligraphy is a technique traditionally made using a pen or 
brush. It has been around for centuries in many cultures. You can re-create 
the look achieved with a brush with certain kinds of markers: 


BRUSH-TIP MARKER + CHISEL-TIP MARKER + CONE-SHAPE-TIP MARKER 


For the lettering in this book, you can use a marker with a thin, cone-shape 
tip that allows you to make thin lines with the thin tip and thicker lines using 


the side edge of the tip, so you can create...

Trace and practice the upper and lower case letters on the following pages.

Practice each letter. Think of each as a small work of art. Your letters will look 
more graceful if you practice the skill of lifting your marker after straight 
strokes before creating the next stroke of each letter. To make the thicker lines 
on the letters, slightly angle your marker tip and use the wider side edge.

Decide which are the most important words in the phrase (there may be 
only one, or there may be a few). 
depending on the shape of your framed area. 


Now complete the phrase adding the remaining words using smaller 
letters. 


Add flourishes or doodles to your art to fill in any empty space.
